[The decensed Earl was 95 
years of age. .and his youthful 
vigour has been. the constant 
surprise and delight of the House 
of Lords; Ho was -cdusated .at 
Eton and Christ Church, Oxford. 
In the yéar that he took his’B.A. 
degree (1841) he was ro‘urned to 
the House of Commons for the 
Rastern division of Glouoester- 
shire, which he represented until 
1846, when he" resigaed his seat, 
having abandonad the support ‘of 
the’ protective Corn Laws, and 
become a convert to the'Free 
Trade measures of Sir R. Peel: In 
August, 1847, he was returned a3 
a Liborat Conservative for Had- 
dingtonshire, which he continued 
to. represent until his succession 
to the peerago; and was a Lord of 
the Treasury under the Aberdeen 
ministry, 1852-55, retiring ‘with | 
the Peelite: party in-February of- 
that year from the administration: 
of ‘Lord Palmerston, As’ Lord 
Eicho, he took a very conspicuous 
part in the Volunteer movement, 
and he was an authority on
